PARIS, ae 22?—The torch has been 
applied in the south of France and the 


situation this morning has reg 


almost the proportion os a revolution. 

Mutinies of regular troors; rioting in 
yarious cities; the defeat of gendarmes 
in the country by the excited populace; 
the burning of an army barracks; all 
these reports have aroused the _ in- 
tensest unrest throughout the republic. 

The barracks at Mortvelier are re- 
ported aflame, having been set on fire 
by violent citizens, who are preventing 
the arrival of troops at the place by 
wrecking the railro@ds. This probably 
is the most serious outbreak which has 
occurred and feeling is feverish in the 
capital. 

In other districts these conditions are 
nearly equaled. There is wild rioting 
at Perpignan, in which thousands are 
participating and the police and 
Sendarmes are powerless to sunpress it. 

Gendarmes Retreat. 

The gendarmes at Beziers attempted 
to preserve order and a battle between 
them and 5000 manifestors took place. 
The conflict was brief, the constabu- 
lury being driven back by the enraged 
multitude and at length forced to re- 
treat in disorder. 

Three regiments of the regular army, 
tie Seventeenth, the Ninety-first and 
the One Hundredth, upor whom the 
Government relied to remain steadfast, 
mutinied Friday and when the Eighty- 
first Regiment attempted to arrest the 
Seventeenth it was met with a volley 
and forced to retire. 

The mutineers marched through sev- 
eral towns, laughing at their officers’ 
comm nds and expressing sympathy for 
the insurgent wine-growers. Represén- 
tatives of the government at several 
points were besieged in their offices and 
homes. 

General’s Heroism. 

Gen. Bailloud had great 
reaching the disaffected district, nota- 
bly Narbonnee, because of the wrecking 
of the the railways, but when he did 
arrive he succeeded in pursuading one 
seceding regiment to return to its colors 
by a brave, but somewhat theatrical, 
act. 

The general] rode to the mutinecrs, ac- 
companied by only a lance corporal. His 
attitude of rather gilded heroism ap- 
pealed to the men used to obeying or- 
ders, and they returned to their bar- 
racks. This news was immediately wired 
to the Chamber of Deputies and result- 
ed in Clemenceau getting a vote of con. 
fidence—326 to 222. 

Troops are being rushed to the center 
of the disturbances from Lepuy, Bay- 
onne and many other localities. 

The scenes in the Chamber Friday 
recalled the days of the First Revolu- 
tion. When Premier Clemenceau faced 
the body it was with a sense of a 
Stormy unrest and a tension.of political 
electricity in the air. He had great 


difficulty 


| difficulty maintaining his usual calm. 


Speaker Brisson commanded silence and 
his opening remarks were in a tone of 
funeral solemnity. Then the Premier 
arose and declared that the ministry 
must be supported by the Chamber 
or it could not continue. The debate 
was more like a bedlam broken loose 
than a discussion by a deliberative 
asseinbly. Howls, interruptions, hisses, 
violent abuse, defiance of speakers, ges- 
ticulations and general tumult drowned 
all coherent explanations. 4 

Fuel is added to the excitement by 
newspapers citing that Germany is 
gloating over France’s misfertune. 
All fetes, functions and festivities, in- 
cluding the dinner to Wilfred Laurier, 
the Canadian Premier, have been can- 
seled. The situation is such that any- 
thing might happgn, even peace.

Girl Says Money for Lawyers 
and Honeymo xn Was 
Falsely Obtained.

Charles De Armond of 4107 Russell 
avenue is charged by Miss Mary Frank 
of 3204 Olive street with borrowing $347 
from her on the false representation 
that he would use the money to get a 
divorce so he could be free to marry 
her. 

Instead of using her money for that 
purpose, Miss Frank charges, he used a 
part of it, at least, to defray his ex- 
penses in marrying Miss Bernadine Fike, 
formerly of 1813 North Grand avenue. 
De ‘Armond, who was arrested on Miss 
Frank's complaint, will neither deny 
nor affirm the charge. 

An information charging De Armond 
with obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses was ifsued’Saturday noon by 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Sommers on 
complaint of Miss Frank. 

His loyal young wife, from whom he 
was rudely separated by the police Fri- 
day night, is indignant at Miss Frank 
for causing her husband's arrest and 
declares that she continued to corre- 
spond with him although she was told 
he was a married man. 


Had Itemizd Loan Account. 
Miss Frank is a blonde, 26 years old. 
She furnished the police with an itcm- 
ized account of some of the money she 
says she loaned him in 1906. This ac- 
count attached to the report of De 
Armond’s arrest at the station at Grand 
and Magnolia avenues is as follows: 


January 1 
January 15 


The police report does not explain the 
discrepancy between this total and the 
total amount of $347 she is said to have 
given him for divorce-seeking purposes. 
Miss Frank, it appears, was perfectly 
willing to advance money to De Ar- 
mond to aid him to reach the legal stage 
where he would be free to make her 
Mrs. De Armond and, therefore, great 
was her chagrin when she learned that 
on June 16, 1906—during the period of 
her itemized contributions to him—he 
had not only been divorced but that he 
had married at Peoria another St. Louis 
girl, Miss Bernadine Fike. 


Loans Continued After Marriage. 

But Miss Frank did not learn at once 
that De Armond was married. After 
his marriage she continued to write to 
him and, she says, to send him money. 
She even declares that he telegraphed 
her for money to be sent him to an 
Illinois town after his marriage and 
that she, trusting flancee, sent it to him. 
Now she supposes that he used it to 
defray honeymooning expenses. 

On Dec. 27 last, she says, she received 
a letter from Mrs. De Armond, telling 
her that she (the former Miss Fike) was 
his wife and wouldn't she (Miss Frank) 
please let Mr. De Armond alone. 

Miss Frank found that De Armond 
was really married. But she didn’t take 
his bride’s advice and let him alone. 
She tried to get her money back. Not 
succeeding, she enlisted the services of 
Attorney Crist. 

De Armond was traced to the flat at 
4107 Russell avenue, where he moved re- 
cently with his wife and mother-in- 
law. 

Comedy Makes Arrests. 

Detectives arrested him there Fri- 
day evening after the family had re- 
fused them admittance. Woile they 
were wondering how they would get 
De Armond a patrol wagon, manned 
by a Sergeant and policeman, came 
clanging up in front of the house. 

It developed later that a member 
of the family had taken the detectives 
for burglars and had telephoned for 
policemen to arrest them. When one 
of the sleuths showed his star the 
policeman aided him in loading De 
Armond into the patrol wagon and 
yarrying him off to the Magnolia Ave- 
nue Station.

“Prior to the formation of the Mu-

“As the result of this adjustment we 
now have a scale of rates on coal from 
all mines within about forty miles of 
s2ast St. Louis exactly uniform as to 
the points of production and exactly 
uniform as to al! industries in St. Louis. 

“In other words, the rate ef 62 cents 
wpplies from the district producing so- 
called ‘‘standard” coal to all industries 
in St. Louis using that class of coal. 
“The Terminal Railroad Association 
accepts as low revenue on coal goiny to 
industries on other lines as to indus- 
tries on the Terminal, and therefore 
nr. aintains a strietly impartial basis. 

‘The West Side lines, to encourage 
their own industries, have established a 
reasonably low switching rate for the 
service .which they perform, and the 
East Side lines, in order to bring about 
a uniform total rate to assist in devel- 
oping their own mines and also in de- 
veloping the St. Louis industries, ab- 
sorb this switching rate of the West 
Side lines, 

Ten-Cent Limit. 

“I might add that on coal destined 
to industries in East St. Louis located 
on lines other than the Southern Rail- 
way we absorb not to exceed 10 cents 
per ton, so the practical result is that 
the Southern Railway receives exactly 
the same revenue on coal to East St. 
Louis for industries on linea other than 
the Southern Railway in East St. Louis 
as we do on coal destined to industries 
located on tracks of West Side lines, 
such as Wabash, Missouri Pacific, Iron 
Mountain, Frisco and Burlington. 

“TIT have not compared the rate per 
ton per mile with that earned in coal to 
Chicago ,because the rate per ton per 
mile has no bearing on the case what- 
ever. 

The rates from districts taking a high- 
er rate than the inner group of mines 
are adjusted on the same principle as 
above; that is, to say, a uniform rate 
applies to each industry in St. Louis.

President Stewart Says There 
Must Be No More ‘‘Sweat- 
ing” by Detectives. 








[LAWYER COMPLAINANT 





Accuses Two Detectives of 
Abusing Him, One of Whom 
Never Heard of ‘‘Doe.” 





In dismissing charges against Detect- 
ives John Finan and Bart Keaney, who 
were accused of mistreating a prisoner 
in the Four Courts holdover, President 
Stewart of the Police Board announced 
Friday that the present board will not 
tolerate what is known as “third de- 
gree’ in the detective bureau. It was 
alleged that Keaney and Finan iad 
riven Attorney Alroy Phillips the ‘‘third 
degree.”’ 

Phi'lips said he had been lccked up 
on a charge of disturbing t!'.e peace, 
having become involved in an argument 
with the proprietor of a peanut stand, 
and that while awaiting tlie arrival of 
friends to bail him out he was visited 
by the detectixes. They spoke to him in 
a sarcastic manner, he said, demanded 
his name and wanted to know what he 
had been ‘‘pinched’’ tor. 


Dragged From Cell. 


When he refused to give tnem any 
information, he said, they took him out 
of his cell, dragged him into the recep- 
tion room of the holdover. 

During the struggie, he said, Finan 
struck him in the face. 

The detectives denied the charge. 
They admitted taking Phillips from his 
ecll, but declared they did not handle 
him roughly. 

Phillips said he was not angry with 
the detectives. He was under the im- 
pression that the blow he received from 
I‘inan had been struck accidentally. He 
saxid the Chief cf Police had advised him 
to prefer the charges in order that the 
board might pass upon the case. 


Practice Against Rules. 


“There hus been much said about the 
‘third degree?’ that is the abuse of stub- 
born holdover prisoners by detectives,”’ 
said President Stewart. ‘This board 
will not tolerate such conduct. The 
tnanual fully prescribes under what cir- 
cumstances an officer may use force on 
a prisoner.”’ 

Finan was asked if he did not know 
of a name he could have booked the 
prisoner under in the event he failed 
to ascertain the reai name. i3inan re- 
plied that he did not. 

“Don’t you know that the law fur 
rishes a name for just such cases and 
that that narme is John Doe?” asked 
Stewart. 


Finan replied he did not know that. 
stewart looked at him in surprise. 


To Try Cunningham. 


Charges of neglect of duty will be 
preferred Monday against Detective 
Dennis Cunningham for failing to go 
to the rescue of Policeman Spottswood 
Joplin when the latter was beaten by 


Frank Hussey, member of the House 
of Delegates, at Jefferson avenue and 
Olive street during a street brawl be- 
tween Lawler Daly and Harry Hawes 
two weeks ago. 

The Police Board ordered the charges 
drawn up after reviewing Acting 
Chief Gillaspy’s report of the case. It 
is alleged that Cunningham was stand- 
ing across the street and that he walked 
away when the fight started. Cunning- 
ham denfes the charge. 


Dempsey Exonerated. 

Sergt. Thomas Dempsey of the 
Mounted District exonerated of the 
charge of neglect of duty, pleaded ‘oss 
of memory for naving failed to carry 
out instructions to send a policeman to 
the Insane Asylum in response to a 
summons from Supt. Atkins. 

Dr. Atkins stated that a woman had 
called to see her daughter, who was a 
patient in the institution, and had de- 
parted, leaving a child :of the patient 
sitting in the lat‘er’s lap. He tele- 
phoned for a policeman to take charge 
of the child, but none came. 

“What was the consequence of the 
failure to send a policeman?” asked 
Stewart. 

“A great deal of pleasure to the moth- 
er and child,’’ replied Dr. Atkins. 

Sergt. Dempsey said he was swamped 
with telephone instructions when he re- 
ceived word to send a policeman to 
the asylum. He failed to make a note 
of the order, he said, and it slipped his 
mind. 

Dempsey’s good record as an officer 
was considered in the hearing.

Next 
to the Siberian railroad it will be the 
longest continuous main line system in 
the world under a single management. 

The new road will be a strictly Stand- 
ard Oil affair. It will be in position to 
compete for the grain business which 
comes uOwn from Duluth and Chicago 
and for the business of supplying coal to 
the Northwest. Part of the plan is to 
develop Newport News as a great port.

Body Is Found in a Shallow Grave 
and Step-Father Is

WESTCHESTER, Pa., June 22.—Five- 
year-old Mary R: bbins Newlin of Land- 
enberg, who it was thought had been 
kidnaped, was buried alive, according 
to the appearance’of the body, which 
was dug up on the farm of her step- 
father today. 

Irwin Lewis, the step-father, is under 


arrest. He asserts his innocence. 

It is the conclusion of the autopsy 
physicians that the child was not dead 
when buried. From all appearances 
she was seized from behind and gagged 
with a burlap bag. The cloth was then 
pulled over her head and down on her 
neck, where it was tied with a tough 
hempen string. 

Buried Face Downward, 

While the giris -*reams were stifled, 
it is believed, she was thrown face 
down into a ready-made grave, and as 
she lay “on her face the grave was 
filled with earth. 

Some weeks ago William Shelley, a 
farm hand on the Lewis place, says he 
noticed that Lewis had dug two holes 
in the ground that were shaped like 
graves. Shelley asked Lewis what the 
holes were for and he answered that he 
intended to fill them with refuse. 

While harowing in the field back of 
the barn yesterday his work brought 
Shelley close to the hole that Lewis had 
left open and which had now been filled 
up. He asked a friend, John W. O’Brien 
Jr. to help him to do a little digging. 

Early tnis morning the two men went 
to the hole after first making sure that 
Lewis was absent. They had not dug 
down a foot in the fresh earth until the 
dead child was found.

ALL RAILROADS 


Leading Presidents of Lines in 
Conference at 
Chicago. 





EFFECTIVE ON JULY 1 





Been Forced to Bow to 
Public Opinion. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) ° 
CHICAGG, June 22.—Passenger rates 
on all railroads of the United States 
will be reduced to 2 cents a mile. The 


lowering of the price and complete 


abolition of the old 3-cent rates will be- 
gin July 1. ' 


This was the decision reached in Chi- 


cago after a long and heated discussion 
by the leading railroad presidents of all 
the Western and transcontinental roads, 


It was not a formal agreement, but is = 
equally binding, for two big roads doing 


a transcontinental business are said to 
have served an ultimatum to others that 
they would put the rate into effect im- 
mediately. 

Following the meeting officials of sev- 
eral of the roads admitted they had 


been forced to bow to public opinion — 


and anti-railroad legislation. They said 
no further fight would be made on the. 
2-cent laws already passed, and that the 
roads would accept the inevitable. 

Among those who attended the meet- 
ing were President B. L. Winchell of 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, and 
President A. J. Earling of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul. ’ 

The first reduction will be made on 
the Illinois rates. This is expected te 
be followed by a general order from 
passenger traffic departments lowering 
the interstate rates. The result will be 
that within a few months the traveling 
public can reach any point of the Unity 
ed States for two-thirds of the usual 
fare. 

Railroad officials also say it will mean 


4 the revival of keen competition for bust- 


ness among competing lines. Another 
consideration said to have forced the in- 


formal decision to cut the rate was the - 
impossibility of charging 2 cents in one 


State to conform to the law and at- 
tempting to charge 3 cents when the 
passenger crossed the line into another 
State.

Dr. I. J. Eales, the Belleville fasting 
physician, finished his twenty-second 
foodless day at noon Saturday and said 
that he had not felt better or stronger 
any time since the fast began. He 
weighed 168% pounds. 

‘“T am ready for any test of endurance 
or strength, said he, ‘“‘and am sure that 
I could fast a full ® days witnout incon- 
venience. However, I am not sure thag 
I will continue without any food for 
that long.”’ 

The doctor's first meals will be of pre- 
pared baby foods. He will make tests 
of their nourishing properties. He says 
that he will continue these tests for sev- 
eral days before going back to his regu- 
lar diet. 

“T understand myself so well,’’ said he. 
“that I can draw the conclusions I want 


from the effect of those foods on my 
own system. Infants in taking nourish- 
ment swallow more saliva than food. 
I shall watch that and endeavor to 
'make my tests as nearly as possible in 
the manner that a baby takes its food. 
Infant foods are digested in the mouth 
largely. After making several of these 
tests I shal! experiment some _ with 
breakfast foods.”’

LONDON, June —Since the action 
of Prime Minister Franco of Portugal 
in instituting a government by decree, 
after the dismissal of Parliament, there 
ias been a growing irritation among 
the populace. 

The King sanctioned the measure and

King: Carlos has long abstained from 
appearing at publie functions, with a 
view of avoiding an inevitable cemon- 
stration of anger. The premier, who Is 
now universally styled dictator, made a 
journey to Oporto in the home of secur- 
ing popular induorsement of his policy, 
but there he was howled down when 
he tried to speak. 

When Senhor Franco waa returning to 
Lisbon at night, there was a furious riot 
just outside the railroad ‘station in that 
city. The cavalry charged the mob and 
commands were drowned in cries of 
‘Death to the dictator.’’ Revolvers were 
freely used by the crowd and a young 
officer was mortally wounded. A neigh- 
boring square was filled with the dead 
and injured laid out in rows. Most of 
the latter were shot in the legs when 
the troops fired. 

Many soldiers and policemen were 
wounded. Women, with their aprons 
filled with stones, supplied missiles to 
the men and urged them on. Flags 
were torn from the ‘sidewalk and fu- 
riously waved. Republican leaders har- 
rangued the people to revolt. 

Thursday night the troops again fired 
on the people on the public square, and 
many wounded were conveyed to the 
hospitals. Hund reds were arrested.

His plan was to make wooden molds of a 
house complete, door casings, window frames, stairways, Closets and all, and, 
after setting up the molds he would pour them full of soft concrete and when it 
hardened and dried there would be the finished house, ready to furnish, and 
with never a dollar to be spent thereafter in The same set of molds 
could be used to build a thousand houses. 

There is great need of some such contrivance. Every head of a family of 
moderate income knows how difficult it {s to rent a detached house where his 
children will not be watched and harried and scolded by a janitor. 

Plastered walls ar. really to be blamed for the landlori’s prejudice against 
children in his house. Ask any house owner why he objects to renting to a 
family with children and nine times in ten he will answer: ‘‘They dig holes: in 
the plaster.” But why should there be any plastered walls at all. Every 
housewife knows that a plastered wall is a nuisance, always cracking and get- 
ting punched full of dents and sifting its white dust upon carpet and polished 
floor.

First In Airships. 


HE ordinary person hardly reai- 
a3 izes the progress made towards 

practicable aerial navigation. In 
fact, scarcely a month passes but some 
new principle is discovered, or some old 
one adapted to new utilizations§ that 
point beyond doubt to the successful 
air-craft. The general public must nec- 
essarily, through unfamiliarity with 
what is being done, remain skeptical; 
but Alexander Graham Bell speaks with 
authority. 

“TI will cross the Atlantic in one day,” 
Bays that venerable scientist and in- 
ventor of the telephone. And he says 
he wil] breakfast in New lLork and dine 
that evening in London! This he hopes 
to see accomplished by aerial naviga- 
tion. The actual problem, he says, has 
already been solved by the Wright 
brothers. 

The balloon, or the lighter-than-air 
type of machine, is already dwindling 
into insignificance, and nearly al] intel- 
ligent attention is being turned to the 
heavier-than-air, or air-plane type. 

Mr. Bell's machine, the ‘‘Frost-King,”’ 
is of this type. in ptain terma, the 
heavier-than-air machine is a great kite 
or great solid arrangement of kites pro- 
pelled by motors. Mr. Bell has already 
constructed a machine that supported 
itself and a man In a 10-mile breeze, 
He says that America will be the first 
country to perfect aerial battleships. 

He will continue his experiments this 








summer at Cape Ereton Island, we are 


assured by the New Broadway Magazine 
for July. 

Mr. Bell was born on March 3, 1847, 
in Edinburgh, Scotland. He came to 
Canada in 1970, and then in the follow- 
ing year to Boston.

DENVER, June 22.—John Bells, 
en route from Boston to 
Rock 
Island passenger train No. 5, near Good- 


an 
Italian barber, 
San Francisco, ran amuck on 
land, Kan., about 11 o’clock last nignt, 
and before he could be restrained had 
shot and killed T. B. Topp of St. Paul, 
Minn., Morris Olsen of 
Arriba, Colo., 


and shot Mrs. 


a bride, in the face, and 


her sister, Mrs. Harry Blakesley, in the 
shoulder. 


Bells was removed from the train at 
Goodland and placed in confinement. 
The body of the dead man and the 
two wounded women were left in the 
Rock Island Hospital at Goodland. 

.efore the shooting most of the 
passengers were dozing in their 
chairs. They were awakened by fran- 
tic yells and pistol shots, five being 
fired in rapid succession by Bells as 
he walkea througn the aisle from the 
front to the rear of the car, taking 
aim at one passenger after another. 


Woman Hit in Face, 


The first shot struck Mrs. Olsen on 
the left side of the face, the bullet 
passing through the jaws and coming 
Out on the left side. Mrs. Blakesley, 
sitting opposite her, was hit in the 
right shoulder with the second bullet. 
Their wounds are not fatal. 

After being shot both women rushed 
to the smoking car ahead and a ma- 
jority of the male passengers  fol- 
lowed as quickly as possible, tumbling 
Over one another in their haste to es- 
cape, 

Bell’s third bullet passed through 
Topp’s heart. He was found dead later 
in his seat. His facial expression was 
calm and from his position it seemed 
that he was sleeping when shot. 

By this time only two other men re- 
mained in the car, Charles A. Gillilat of 
Denver, an employe of the Griffin 
Wheel Co. and D. R. Slawson of Pu- 
eblo, Colo. 

Gilliat closed in on Bells and wrenched 
his revolver from his hands but not 
before. two more shots had been fired, 
neither of which hit anybody. 

Before being overpowered Bells drew 
a razor and with this he fought des- 
perately. A negro porter from the 
tourist car, armed with a billy finally 
succeeded in Knocking the razor out of 
the Italian’s hand and Bells’ then 
was seized and bound by Gilliat, Slaw- 
son, the porter and others. The train 
crew stayed out of the car while the 
disturbance was in progress. 

Family With Him, 


At Goodland, Bells’ and a traveling 
companion, Patsy Leganbradi, also an 
Italian, were removed from the train 
and locked in jail. Bells was accom- 
panied by his wife and four children 
and Legrandbradi by his wife and five 
children. The women and their chil- 
dren continued their journey to San 
Francisco. 


Mrs. Leganbradi said the two men 


had been drinking vermouth all day 
yesterday. About 8 o’clock they fell 
asleep. At 10:30 Mrs. Le ‘ganbradi' said 
Bells awoke and began to protest wild- 
ly that someone was trying to rob him. 
Then he rushed up the aisle and began 
shooting.

Vast Idle Capital. 


There can be no doubt that there is a 
vast amount of capital lying idle and 
unemployed in this country, for in spite 
of all the talk of industrial reaction and 
in spite of the various handicaps under 
which the country’s various lines of 
trade have been operated during recent 
years, there is still a profit in conduct- 
ing most lines ef business, only these 
profits have not been diverted, as usual, 
to the market for securities. 

Whenever the market for securities 
assumes certain tendencies, either in 
the direction of strength and activity 
or in the way of stagnation and weak- 
ness, it is the common custon to seek 
for some close at hand, novel and im- 
mediate explanation of its course. 

That, however, obviouslv is not the 
proper method in attempts to analyze 
the market’s reai condition. The plain- 
est fact in the case at the present time 
might unquestionably be named in im- 
pairment, not to say destruction, of 
credit and confidence, although the 
stronger term has been used rather 
freely by many commentators upon fi- 
nancial affairs, including some  note- 
worthy examples. 

Government Blamed, 


This impairment of confidence, in the 
judgment of the great majority of 
eritics, must be placed at the doors 
of the Federal] administration. 

The practically interminable series of 
investigations, litigations, prosecutions 
and legislative proceedings directed 
against railway and other corporations 
during the past few years have unques- 
tionably been the main influence in un- 
dermining the confidence of investors 
in the merits of their investments. 

It will hardly be claimed that the 
processes in question were in all cases 
without warrant, and fault is found 
more with the methods of correcting 
such evils as may have existed than 
with the principles behind such meth- 
ods. The effect upon speculative and 
investment sentiment has, however, 
been that noted. Nobody likes to find 
himself a copartner in an illegal or 
criminal enterprise, particularly when 
all the powers of the Federal and 
State governments are being directed 
against his property. even with the 
end of forcing it to conduct its opera- 
tions in .conformity with the law. So 
far as may be seen the end of these 
manifold administrative and legislative 
proceedings is not yet. 

Some faint comfort has been derived 
from the vetoes by the Gevernor of this 
State of various semi-rabid and anti- 
corperation measures, but not only 
does one swallow not make a summer, 
but in a great many states corre- 
sponding vicious legislation has already 
been enacted and can only be undone, 
if at all, through the slow process of 
legal procedure or of repeal legislation.

For instance,. it will be recalled that 
the $44,000,400 gold imported by us from 
Europe last -Autumn came aimost ex- 
clusively from England. London sur- 
rendered it reluctantly; the Bank 
England piled up barriers; even sentt- 
mental arguments against shipments 
were invoked. Nevertheless, it came. 
Now it has been going back, but where? 
Into the Bank of I*rance, which con- 
tributed virtually none of it. Un- 
doubtedly, it goes to Paris because the 
French market had a claim on Eng- 
gland’s gold and was in fact drawing 
from London, and because the rer:it- 
tance direct from} New York to Paris 
relieved the English market from a part 
of what it must otherwise have lost. 

Undoubtedly, also, the “special facili- 
ties’’ of the Bank of France had much 
less to do with securing the gold tor 
Paris than has been imagined.  Srfill, 
the London market, may have nursed a 
wxrievance and may have fe't that it 
had the right to take the step, unusual 
tor the Bank of England, of offering 
“facilities” of its own. The action,. it 
niust be confessed, was hopelessly un- 
econcmic; but even bankers in the high- 
est circles of finance have the instincts 
of human nature. 

If a general turn for the better were 
to come in financial markets we should 
doubtless be thenceforward in the pres- 
ence of one of those endless disputes as 
to what caused it, which are familiar 
in economic history. It is one of the 
beauties of controversy in this branch 
of science that one group of philoso- 
phers has the permanent privilege of 
asserting: ‘‘My cause did the pusiness 
and yours had nothing to do with it.’ 

There will, in any case, be plenty of 
future reaseners to point out to the in- 
quiring mind that -ov. Hughes’ vote 
of the 2-cent fare ---- had more to do 
with arresting the market's downward 
course than did the change in the crop 
weather, or even the surmounting of 
the mid-year complications by Europe 
without disaster. This satisfaction need 
not be denied to the theorist, and if 
months been asserting that the finan- 
cial outlook was hopeless because of 
“hoetility of railroads’? now come into 
the open with assurances that the work 
of destruction has ceased and that dis- 
aster is therefore averted, they will 
surely help to that very consummation. 
How much their rash predictions did 
toward causing the threatened disaster 
may be left to the reader who took 
their word as gospel.

She 
lives with her mother, who is & years 
old. 

A woman who has been deserted by 
her husband and who is earning her 
living as a laundrss, is also among 
the present charges of the commis- 
sion. 

‘he mortality rate among the ba- 
bies has been reduced almost 50 per 
cent since the organization of the 
commission, according to the doctors 
who are affiliated with the movement. 
The milk is pasteurized and adapted 
to the individual need of each pa- 
tient, the milk being obtainable on 
the order blank of a physician, 

A total of 876,271 bottles of milk 
were delivered between the time of 
the organization of the Pure Milk 
Commission, in February, 1904, and 
February, 1907. During the season of 
1906 the distribution exceeded 3000 
per day for several days. The daily 
average for August was 2900. During 
the first year the daily average was 
495 bottles, a total of 55,345 botties; 
during the second year the daily av- 
erage was 1253, making a total of 
274,972; during the third year. the 
daily average was 1782, with a total 
of 546,845. This makes the total for 
poe three years 876,271.
